St. Thomas, D. W. I., May 31.—(Special.)\—Cables from Santiago de Cuba and 
Kingston tonight brought direct and authentic bulletins telling of a vigorous as- 
sault by Commodore Schley’s fleet upon the harbor fortifications of the harbor. 

The auxiliary cruiser Harvard reached Schley at 4 o'clock this morning with 
dispatches from Kingston, and at daylight the Brooklyn began signaling industri- 
ously. There was a brief counsel of ee, the commanders of the Texas, Massachu- 
getts, lowa, Marblehead and St. Paul going on board the Brooklyn. 

At noon Captaip Sigsbee stood off toward Mole St, Nicholas with ‘the St. Paul, 
while all the rest of the fleet moved up close to the Mouth of the harbor and began 
pumping shells into the water, evidently with the intention of exploding the mines. 
The dispatches say one of the monitors joined the fleet this morning when three 
forts at the harbor entrance—Morro, La Scopa and Punta Gorda—opened fire upon 
Schiey’s ships. They returned it. 

Senor Vasquez Amor, the Spanish consul, has received a message saying that the 
fortifications are sufficient to keep the Yarikees out, and that the vessels in the

. harbor have not liftea anchor. : 
This came at 4:45, and was the last to reach here over the cable, although it is 


still in working order. : 
The cable office is surrounded by a tremendous crowd, and a sharp iookout Is 
being kept for newspaper dispatch boats from the scene of action. 
There are no American vessels in the harbor now, and Gonsul Van Horn has no 
“dispatches for either Schley ér Sampson, which indicates that they have moved their 
base of operations to Santiago indefinitely, with Kingston and Port au Prirce as 
‘available cable: stations. 
- A private dispatch from San Juan says that Schley had been instructed to force 
the entrance to Santiago and capture or destroy the Spanish ships at once, but that 
the Spanish vessels will sink Schley's ships one by one enter.

A very careful fire was directed against the batteries of Morro Castle 
until 3:45 p. m., when discharges of cannon began to heard at sea, off the port. 
These discharges continued until 4 o’clock and then entirely ceased. From 
the Spanish account it is impossible to judge as to the merits of the encounter.

London, June 1.—The news of the fighting 
at Santiago de Cuba has revived the 
dwindling interest in the war.

PROMISES $600,000 A YEAR 


Senate Discusses Bill All Day Without 
Making Any Progress. 


SENATOR LODGE ABUSES THE MINORITY 


Elkins, of West Virginia, Debates the 
Bill at Length, Advocating Ter- 
ritorial Expansion. 


Washington, May 3l—Another day has 
been passed by the senate in fruitless dis- 
cussion of the war revenue measure. Not 
the slightest materia] progress was made at 
today’s session toward disposing of the bill. 
Speeches were made by: Mr Mason, repub- 
lican, of-Illinois; Mr. Lodge, republican, of 
Massachusetts ‘and Mr. Elkins, republican, 
of West Virginia. 

Mr. Mason strongly advocated an amend- 
ment to the bill placing a tax upon wheat 
flour adulterated either with clay or with 
corn flour and presented a long statement 
by the Nationa] Association of American 
Millers in support ef his contention. 

Mr. Lodge had intended to defend his ace 
tion in offering the Hawaiian annexation 
resolution as an amendment to the pending 
bill, but refrained because he sai@ a secret 
session would be demanded if that discus- 
sion was started. After commenting some- 
what severely upon the arrogance of. the 
minority, which prevented action upon a 
question which the administration and a 
majority in both branches of congress de- 
sire to dispose of, he began a discussion of 
s0me of the questions arising out of the 
present war. 

Evidently belleving this not a proper sub- 
ject for that discussion, Mr. Turpie, demo- 
crat, of Indiama, forced a secret Jegislative 
session. 7 


In the open session that followed Mr. El- | 


kins discusseqd the general features of the 
pending bill, opposing the corporation tax, 
the tax on bank deposits and the issue of 
€reenbacks, and@-«strongly advocating the 
issue of bonds. 

When ‘consideration of the war revenue 
bill was resumed, Mr. Mason, of. Illinois, 
offered as an amendment to the pending 


measure a bill favorably passed upon by . 


the manufacturers’ committee. 

It provides that adulterated flour shall be 
properly labeled when offered for sale and 
that all adulterated flours must pay a tax 
to the government. In addition to this Mr. 
Mason said the tax woud produce $600,000 
revenue a year. In support of the proposed 
amendment (Mr. Mason had read an extend- 
ed statement prepared by the National As- 
s0ciation of American Millers. 


Lodge Abuses-the Minority. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Mason’s speech 
Mr. Lodge took the floor to’ make his ex- 
pected statement concerning his motives in 
Offering the Hawaiian annexation resolu- 
tion as an amendment to the war revenue 
measure. In beginning Mr. Lodge said 
that as he had no special desire to speak 
behind closeq doors he would not call up 
the amendment which he had offered to the 
pending bill. 

“I had,” said he, “intended to use the 
amendment as an illustration of my argu- 
ment, Hut I will dispense with the il!lustra- 
tion and proceed directly to the argument.” 

He said that it was a generally recognized 
principle in this country that the+majority 
ought to rule and that any violation of that 
principle was a travesty on justice. He 
referred to the practica] an@ emphatic ex- 
position of the principle in the fifty-first 
congress and declared that since that time 
the explanation then made had been ap- 
proved by the courts and by the people. 
A situation had now arisen however, in 


‘which it was being demonstrated that the 


minority was still ruling and jin this ease 
it was a minority originally selected by the 
majority. 

Mr. Lodge maintained that if a measure 
was proposed to congress which the admin- 
istration desired should be enacted into law 
and which commanded the support of a ma- 
jority of both branches of congress it ought 
in al] justice to be passed. 

Turning to the victory of Admiral Dewey, 
Mr: Lodge said that we were compelled to 
go hack as far as Tr&falgar to find a vic- 
tory more complete and more -weeping in 
its results than that of Dewey. Now that 
Dewey has Manila and ils guns *nt'rely at 
his mercy, it is all important that we-shouid 
support him. The American people would 
never forgive the administration if it should 
fatl to give him that support whi.h .s only 
his just due. They would feel as aid the 
people of England when Gordon wes left 
to his fate at Khartoum. 

Lodge Is Called to Order. 

Mr. Lodge had just announced his belief 
that Admiral Dewey was in sreater need 
of relief than most people imagined when 
he was interrupted by Mr. Turpie wiih a 
demand that the senate proceed to the 
consideration of the question under discus- 
sion in secret legislative session. 

Under the rules, the demand had to be 
acceded to and at 2:05 p. m. the doors were 
closed. , 

At 4:45 p. m. the senate resumed cursider- 
ation in open session of the pending Dill. 

Mr. Elkins, republican, of West Virgina, 
objected to the tax on corporations, on 
bank deposits and to the stamp tax. He 
maintained especially that the tax on bank 
deposits was wrong*in principle as\it was 
a tax on debts. Concerning the corporation 
tax, he held that the tax on gross receipts 
was manifestly unjust, as it bore upon 
property which the corporations did not 
possess.. The net earnings were a proper 
subject of taxation. He was.cstrongly in 
favor of a just and equitable system of 
war taxation, 

Mr. Elkins discussed the cerritorial ex- 
pansion. The present war, only a month 
old, had sent the country further on in 
the progress of the world than a hundred 
years before. It had wrought changes in 
the public mind, brought on new cenditious 
and problems, and we must look more and 
more to extending our marksts for our 
own products, and to that end niust acquire 
more territory that may come through for- 
tunes of war. i 

“We must have mérchant marine ships 
on the seas; contro] the shipping and cum- 
te on the great oceans that wash our 


shores and a navy greater and more pcw- 
erful than any now afloat. This ‘s man‘fest 


destiny.”’ 

Mr. Elkins said that because of our tra- 
ditional policy of isolation amd —,

not put aside what comes to us Dy war. 

The Nicaraguan cana! and the i‘awatian 
islands, said he, rise above the horizon end 
come in sight more plainly than ever, end 
whatever opposition there may have been to 
building ahd acquiring the others hereto- 
fore must disappear in the face of the flag 
going up over Morro castle, -vhat has trans- 
pired in thé Philippines and the great trip 
of the Oregon.

“of the class, Miss Pace, of Dawson, 


The Peach Situation Is \Fally Discussed 
by Experts. 


CUNNINGHAM’S GOOD TALK 


t 3 
Which May Lead to Improved Methods 
in Fruit Raising. 


PROGRESS OF WESLEYAN COMMENCEMENT 


The Elocution Class—Fine Programme 
of Exercises—Meeting of the 
City Council. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., May 31.—(Special.)—The Georgia 
Fruit Growers’ Association met in Macon 
today at half-past 11 o’clock with a large 
attendance from all parts of the state, and 
all appeared deeply interested in the pro- 
ceedings. *By special request, President 
John D, Cunningham, of Marietta, com- 
menced the business of the meeting by 
discussing the peach situation. Mr. Cun- 
ningham is president of the Georgia Fruit 
Growers’ Association and also president of 
the American: Fruit Growers’ Union. In 
the course of his remarks he said: 

He said that the result of glipshod meth- 
ods this year meant ruin. He proposed 
to point out’the defects and suggest ad rem- 
edy. 

He said. that the present crop was the 
most magnificent the state has ever known 
in nine years. The state will ship 2,000 
cars of peaches and perhaps 2,500. The 
price of those peaches have got to be gov- 
erned by conditions, and the control of the 
conditions are with the growers. 

Heretofore there has been .no attempt 
at distribution. In 1895 only the five prin- 
cipal markets were supplied. They were 
glutted. The ggowers got nothing for their 
fruit, and this year, unless there is organ- 
ization, the condition will be worse. 

Mr. Cunningham said that there were 
two principal subjects to be discussed, The 
first was distribution; the second cash 
Sales. ' 

“The question of freight was,” he said, 
“another one for the congideration of the 
growers. They were pay'ng tco much 
freight, but to remedy this the growers 
were powerless. The state railroad com- 
mission had no control and the interstate 
commission was an ornament. 

“Refrigeration was another matter to be 
discussed, but, after. all, distribution was 
the principal thing to be discussed, and 
he would convince any sensible prson that 
the system could be made perfect, but th's 
could not be done without the control of 
the bulk of. the crop. The American Fruit 
Growers’ Union -has a perfect system, and 
with the assistance of the growers they 
can control the crop to perfection. 

“This year,’’ said Mr, Cunningham, em- 
phatically, “settles the question of Geor- 

ia’s supremacy as a fruit growing state. 

Inless the crop is intelligently handled, 


hgif of the peach orchards of the state will | 


be. cut down before Christmas, but if sen- 
sibly handled Georgia will be the best 
fruit growing state in the umion, and even 
this crop will not half supply the demand. 

“The union was organized for the -pur- 
pose of controlling the shipment.” 


Incidentally Mr. Cunningham said that. 


any cheap fruit lessened the cost of the 
peaches. 4 

The union went to pieces in 1895 because 
they were unable to control the shipment 
and prevent a glut, . 

Mr. Cunningham outHned the plan adopt- 
ed by the American Fruit Growers’ Union. 
It now managed to dodge the other fel- 
low’s shipments. It can promise this to 
the growers, but not-to perfectly control 
the price until it controls the crop. 

Speaking of cash business, Mr. Cunning- 
ham said that no business was as loosely 
handled as the fruit business in the south. 
The plan in the south is for the growers to 
work hard to raise the crop, to make up 
a car of peaches and allow it to go to the 
first slick-talking drummer who gives 
the grower a good cigar. 

In the west no drummer can geta car of 
peaches on commission. Ajil the fruit is 
sold for cash. By the action a man gets 
every cent that his fruit brings. In the 
west everything that is not sold for cash 
and what is not sold-for cash at home is 
sold at auction in the outside market. 

r. Cunningham advised the growers of 
the state to put down their feet and swear 
that they would not sel? a box of peaches 
except for cash at’the orchard or at auc- 
tion abroad 

President Cunningham was followed by 
Colonel John M. Stubbs,’ of Dublin. and 
Colonel W. L. Glessner. Colonel Stabbs of- 
fered the following resolution: 

‘“Resolyed, That we, the fruit growers of 
Georgia, well represented, hereby pledge 
ourselves to either, 

“1. Sell our present crop of peaches on 
the trees or at the point of shipment, or 

“2, Jf not sold, to ship through the 
American Fruit Growers’ Union, )¢serving 
to each grower the right to direct the sale 
of his fruit by auction or othewise to be 
exercised at the date of shipment.’’ 

Stubbs’s resolution was adopted. Dr. E. 
R. Flewellyn’s motion was adopted that a 
committee ‘be appointed to confer with the 
railroads for the purpose of trying to obtain 
lower freight and refrigeration rates. E. A. 
Flewellyn, John D. Cunningham and John 
M, Stubbs wee appointed as the committee. 
A cemmi'*‘e, consisting of John D. Cun- 
ningham, W. H: Virgin and John T. Dennis. 
was appointed to obtain information for 
refrigeration agents. Another committee, 
composed of John D. Cunningham, John M. 
Stubbs and John H. Mott, was appointed to 
try to get lower rates on refrigeration. 

It was stated that the Central railroad 
has contracted with the Armour Packing 
Company for the refrigeration of all cars 
at $80 per car, and there was }j-resent at 
the.convention an agent of the ‘Continental 
Fruit Express Company, which offered to 
do refrigeration for less than the Central 
has contracted with Armour. The agent 
of Armour was present and said he would 
confer with his company to see if a cheaper 
rate could be obtained. All the old officers 
of the association were re-elected and the 
convention adjourned. Dudley M. Hughes, 
of Twiggs county, president of the Georgia 
Fruit Growers’ Assoctation. presided over 
the convention. Secretary E: A. Russ was 
also present.

K EY WEST, FLA., May 31.—The steam- 
er Florida returned here at 7 a. m. 
- today from Cuba, having successfully 
landed a most important expedition on the 
_island. The expedition was landed on the 
coast of Cuba on Thursday morning, May 
26th.—From Associated Press Dispatch. 
The Florida expedition, the splendid suc- 
» cess of which is allowed now to be chroni- 
cled, marks an era in latter day journal- 
ism and is the first real army movement 
made by the United States against Spain. 
This expedition is the on# that precipitated 
a censorship at Tampa and sent to Cuba 
the advance guard of the army of invasion. 
The Constitution’s special correspondent 
at Tampa was in possession of all the facts 
concerning the Florida on the day before 
the sailing and had prepared an article for 
The Constitution, when informed by Lieu- 
tenant Miley that no word regarding the 
Flotida coul@ be sent out. On. the follow- 
ing day a general order wags posted notify- 
ing the newspaper men that Lieutenant Mi- 
ley, aid of General Shafter, had been ap 
pointed press censor and that all matter 
filed for newspapers must be first submit- 
ted to him. In the meantime all reference 
to the Florida expedition was tabooed and 
the war journalists were notified that any 
violation of this order would entitle the 
press censor to refuse all matter filed for 
the offending papers. . The New York Préss 
and The Jacksonville Times-Union and Cit- 
izen, though warned by the representatives, 
published the story an@ their correspond- 
ents were at once cut off. . 
_ But.while no mention of the Florida ex- 
pedition was made in The Constitution, its 
Tampa correspondent forwarded at once 


each day accurate information concerning 


the interesting movement. Photographs 
were also taken for The Constitution and 
are presented here. The following letters 
from Tampa tell the story of the expedi- 
tion. The first one might be appropriately 
dated Tampa, Fla., May 17th,. via the Cen- 
sor, (May 3ist. It reads: ~ 
“Tampa, Fla., May 17.—I inclose you a 
telegram relating to the leaving of an in- 
teresting expedition. This afternoon I was 
at Port Tampa and while im the. office of 
the hotel there heard a statement that led 
me to believe an expedition was under 
preparation and that it would leave at once. 
Investigation verified this impression and 
the information I obtainea I embodied in a 
message to The Constitution. I was on the 
point of filing the dispatch when Lieutenant 
Miley, whom I had previously known only 
as a good-natured ald-de-camp, wanted to 
know if I had heard of the Florida expedi- 
tion. He added that ignorance in this in- 
stance was vastly. superior to knowledge, 
and notified me that a censorship had just 
budded and was designed especially for the 
purpose of heading off all news regarding 
the Florida expedition, and from that mo- 
ment on there would be a constant censor 
at Tampa and all information regarding the 
movement of troops and transports would 
be suppressed. I gather that the censor’s 
motto is ‘Anything but facts.’ 
“JULIAN HARRIS.” 
The inclosed telegram is given: 
“Tampa, Fla., May 17.—(Special to The 
- Constitution.)—A second expedition under 
Captain J. H. Dorst will leave 
Port Tampa tomorrow for Cuba. 
There will be 40 Cubans on board 
and they will be tande@ along with 
ammunition and arms for the insurgents. 
Captain Dorst’s destination is unknown. 
Not even General Shafter possesses that 
information, for the choice of landing place 


has been left with Dorst, and he will be 


governed by circumstances. I. have exceed- 
ingly positive information that not less than 
400 men will be put ashore with the war 
material. If this proves correct, it will 
give the expedition considerable importance, 
as it will be the first ome to land invading 
soldiers. A statement very straight is to 
the effect that the Cuban regiment, under 
LaCret, will go. Seventy-five mules will 
be taken with the expedition and its suc- 
cess or failure does not depend on the pres- 
“ence of insurgents to receive the arms and 
ammunition. The last expedition was spoil- 
ed by newspapers and the absence of the 
rebels, so al] arrangements under way now 
are madé without considering any aid the 
rebels might lend. The pack mules will be 
waded ashore with the greater part of the 
supplies.

“At 3 o'clock this morning the Cubans, 
a motley crowd of under-sized men and 
boys, were sent from the camp ‘tn Tampa 
to the Port. There, at 7 o’clock, I saw 
them sleeping in various and ungraceful et- 
titudes. Ome youngster who gave his age 
as fifteen was cheerfully wrestling with a 
large cigar. His weapon was a parlor rifle 
and his only suggestion of patriotism a 
Cuban flag.

CADIZ FLEET NOT 
FORMIDABLE ONE 


Naval Officers Say the Squadron 
Is Made Up of Old Vessels 


Washington Oficlals Are Thoroughly 
Posted as to the Warships, 


SPAIN HAS NO GOOD ENGINEERS 


the Much Boasted Reserve Squad- 
ron Good Sport on the High 
Seas—Nothing from 
the Pope. 


Washington, May 81.—The frequent re- 
ports from Spain through other countries to 
the effect that a formidable fleet is being 
prepared at Cadiz to sail for the West In- 
dies in aid, of Cervera, causes little appre- 
hension here. 

Naval officers, through private means of 
communication, have pretty well satisfied 
themselves that the Cadiz fleet is a paper 
fieet. In other words, its offensive power is 
altogether fllusory. 

More than half of the vessels whose names 
appear so frequently in the press dispatches 
as formidable war craft, are of antiquated 
type, and in a sad state of disorder. The 
old Numancia is an example. She is rated 
as a battleship of the first class. In her 
day she was a battleship, but she has not 
a turret nor a sponson, and would be little 
less than sport for a modern ironclad. In 
addition to being antiquated, most of the 
vessels are broken down in engines and 
boilers. 

In their reckless disregard of the simplest 
precautions for the preservation of the 
complex macfiinery of a. warship, the Span- 
iards are excelled by no people, and it is 
well known that they have been obliged to 
hire British engineers to run their engines 
whenever they do run. There are some 
vessels, although a very few, at Cadiz, of 
modern type, but they are not numerous 
nor powerful enough to give our navy any 
serious concern. 

Of course it is not to be understood from 
this that our naval Officers are neglecting 
to take precautions against surprise at San- 
tiago. They have thrown scouts well out to 
the eastward of Cuba, so that they may re- 
ceive quick notice if any of the Cadiz 
fleet were foolish enough to have started 
a day or two ago for the West Indies, as 
is now reported from BPurope. 

Pope Has Not Addressed McKinley. 

The report that the pope has addressed 
himself to President McKinley directly in an 
effort to bring about peace between the 
United tSates and Spain, proves upon inves- 
tigation to be groundiess. It is not be- 
lieved that the pontiff would be led into 
the rather unusual course of addressing 
himself to our chief executive.

The American Warships Would Find- 


that all the preparatory details were now 
well along, and that so far as the authori- 
ties here were concerned, they had only 
to wait for the execution of the prepara- 
tions half matured. 

There will continue to be much routine 
detail in the maintenance of the large mil- 
itary and naval forces, but this is not in 
well-established channels. The more vital 
feature of, the condition itself has been 
fully matured.. To a certain extent the 
military and naval operations will be di- 
rected from Washington, and with General 
Miles in the south ang Admiral Sampson 
and Commodore Schley in Guban waters 
they will have much to do with the time 
and circumstance of attack. The com- 
manders, military and naval, have peen 
given wide latitude, as the authorities here 
fully -appreciate that battles cannot be 
fought ip advance on paper. All that has 
been attempted is to Cuthne the campaign 
and make the fullest provision for ade- 
quate forces, ample supplies and the full- 
est co-operation between the navy and 
army in the successful execution of the 
plans. The real blows are for the com- 
manders to strike, and in the execution of 
this part of the programme the authori- 
ties here can take little part. 


The consular reports issued today con-. 


tain the same additional declarations of 
neutrality this time from Brazil, Japan, 
Britis, Guiana, St. Lucia and Gibraltar. 
It is noticeable that both Brazil and Japan 
go out of the way of the usual formal 
preamble to express regret at the out- 


break of hostilities between the United- 


States and Spain. 

Bermuda modifies her origina) proclama- 
tion of April 23d, so as to make the rule 
relative to supplying provisions, subsistence 
and coal to belligerent ships conform close- 
ly to the very severe English rules on that 
subject. 

~Japanese Work a Model. 

The Japanese proclamation is rather re- 
markable from the great exactness with 
which it prescribes the rules that are to 
govern Japanese subjects in their dealings 
with the belligerents and the treatment 
that will be accorded belligerent ships, The 
proclamation evidently was prepared with 
great care and may serve as a model for 
the guidance of diplomats of all nations. 

The board of naval bureau chiefs is try- 
ing to hasten the work of construction of 
the battleships authorize@d by the present 
naval appropriation bill. The Illinois type 
upon which the new vessels are to be con- 
structed will occupy three. years in con- 
struction. After a conference today the 
bureau chiefs, presumably with knowledge 
of the constructivé ability of the American 
shipyards capable of undertaking this 
work, resolved to reduce the time allowed 
for building the new ships to a maximum 
of thirty-two months. 

The navy department: bought another 
yacht today—the Inquirer—at New York, 
for use in the anxiliary fleet, by which the 
mosquito fleet will be designated in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the recently 
enacted act on the subject. Other pur- 
chases are in prospect, but the final ge- 
lection of the dozen vessels to be purchas- 
ed from the eligible list of over 100 supplied 
by the examining board, has not been 
made. 

The torpedo boat Rowan, built at Seattle, 
is ready for trial, which will be run on 
Friday off Puget Sound. 


Money for Manila Harbor. 


Washington, May 31.—The secretary of 
war sent to the house today a recommenda. 
tion for funds for harbor defense and other 
work in carrying on the war, aggregating 
many millions of dollars. Among other 
items was a significant brief one recom- 
mending an appropriation of $153,000 for 
torpedo defense of Manila harbor, Philip- 
pine islands, to be available until expended,

Florida Carries Over Force Enough 
To Fight the Spaniards, 
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WERE CONVOYED BY WARSHIPS 


Marblehead Sees the Transport Across 
the Ocean Without Interruption, 


OSCEOLA GUARDS WHILE TROOPS LAND 


Pack Train Consisting of Seventy-Five 
Mules and Twenty-Five Horses 
with 7,000 Rifles'Are Placed 
in the Hands of the 
Insurgents, 


Key West, ay 31.—Over 400) men with a 
pack train and a large quantity of arms 
and ammunition sailed for Cuba on the 
Plant line steamer Florida on May 2ist. 
These men and the equipment constituted 
an expedition able to operate indepen- 
dently and to defend itself against any 
body of Spanish troops which might op- 
pose it. 

The expedition was under the command 
of Colonel Jése Lacret, formerly insurgent 
commander in Matanzas province. He as- 
sumed the direction of affairs immediately 
on the landing of the expedition. Until 
then General Joaquin Castillo was in con- 
trou. 


In the landing of the expedition the 


United States army was represented by | 


Capta@m J. A. Dorst and Thomas Estrada 
Palma was represented by J. E. Cartaya, 
who has been the leading agent of nearly 
every filibusfering expédition for more 
than a year. Messrs. Castillo, Cartaya and 
Dorst will return to Key West. General 
Julio Sanguilly, on the way to report te 
General Maximo Gomez, was ulso on the 
boat. ~ 

This is the most powerful anti-Spanish 
expedition ever sent to Cuba. About 300 of 
the men are Cubans, the others are Ameri- 
cans. The engineer corps of the expedition 
is composed entirely of Americans under 
Aurelian Ladd. 


Uniformed by United States. 

The men were dressed in canvas unl- 
forms, furnished by the United States gov- 
ernment, and the commissary department 
had rations enough to last fifteen days afte? 
the landing. The pack train consisted of 
seventy-five mulés and twenty-five horses. 
The expedition carried 7,000 rifles and 2,009,- 
000 rounds of ammunition for Generai Cal- 
ixto Garcia. : 

The expedition was convoyed by the 
cruiser Marblehead and other warships. 
Two younger brothers of the late Nestor 
Aranguren are with the expedition. 

' The expedition was landed” on the coast 
of Cuba May 24th. When the Florida, es’ 
corted by the Osceola, drew up close to the 
shore at the place selected for the landing 
she sent scouts to see if all was clear. 
These scouts were greeted by Generals 
Feria and Rojas with some 1,500 armed in-- 
surgents. Consequently far from there be- 
ing any hostile demonstration upon the 
part of the Spantards, the landing of the 
expedition was in the nature of a triumpnal 
invasion. The Cubans who were in waiting 
for the party had a brass band and wel- 
comed the newcomers with national airs. 

The work of unloading the cargo of the 
Florida was promptly begun and carried 
or by the 432 men composing the expedi- 
tion. There was nothing in the nature of 
an interruption. The work was finished on 
Friday. Bree 

Spaniards Never Appear. 

While the cargo was being unloaded the 
Osceola, an auxiliary gunboat, with her 
guns ready for action, scouted about the 
vicinity looking for an enemy, but the 
Spaniards apparently had no suspicion of 
what was taking place. So easily was the 
dangerous mission accomplished that while 
some members of the party were getting 
the supplies ashore others were providing 
themselves with fruit, sugar and oiher 
products of the landing place, a large szock 
of which was brought back for Key Wes‘ 
friends. 

Nevertheless no precautionary measure 
was, neglected and the moment the work 
was conciuded the Florida and the Osceola 
slipped away, leaving the insurgents to 
convey their re-enforcements into the in- 
terior, which it is confidently expected was 
done without any casualty. 

The returning members of the Florida 
party brought with them several hundred 
private letters, which, it is understood, give 
a complete insight.into the present condi- 
tions prevailing in the blockaded island. 

The local Cuban colony is elated over 
the astonishing success of the expedition. 

At the Cuban landing place people crowd- 
ed about the landing to exchange fruit for 
clothing and shoes, of which they stand ins 
great need. 

When the Florida arrived at Key - West 
she had a large Cuban flag hanging overt 
the rail of her upper deck and a yellow 
flag fiying. 

The health officer delayed the landing of 
Captain Dorst and General Castillo and 
others for several hours. The expedition 
landed a large quantity of bacon as well as 
army rations. 

Couriers from Cuba today brought high- 
ly encouraging reports from Generai Calix- 
to Garcia’s army. Garcia alone, it is said, 
has 10,000 men, better equipped than ever 
before, except in the matter of clothing, 


and they are in excellent spirits. Five }

A prominent Cuban here today received 
the following letter from his son, who is a 
member of the Fiorida expedition, dated 
May 28th: 

“Dear Father—At last we are in Cuba 
libr&. in the midst of our brave and valiant 
brothers. The- Spaniards operate but litile 
in this section and always with disastrous 
results to their arms. Since our arriva) it 
has rained incessantly and under these rain- 
storms we sre working like Titans, having 
ha@ no rest since our arrival on the morn. 
ing of the 26th. Our cargo is the largest 
landed to date, ‘not only as conc¢rns arms 
and ammunition, but also provisions. 

“The moment we landed we established 
communication with the Cuban forces and 
were joined yesterday by Brigadier General 
Feria and his troops. Today we expect 
further re-enforcements. 

“The Spaniards are abandoning the less 
Important villages and are retiring .from 
the seacoast. 

“At this place we found the forts aban- 
doned an@ in ruins. The Spanish general in 
command of the forces in this vicinity has 
only two or three thousand men. The na- 
tives are destitgte. manv not having clothes 
to cover their bedies. They relate unheard- 
of cruelties and atrocities of Spanish sol- 
diers. 

“The native population consists princi- 
pallv of widows an? mothers. whose hus- 
bands ana sons have been massacred by 
Spanish soldiers. I heard of one family 
of eleven whose number was reduced to 
four in one day.

A ship, going into action, carries several 
flags, the nationa! colors, which are hoist- 
ed in the most prominent place, the union 
jack, the pennant, which is a long, narrow 
streamer fiying from the’ mastheag@ and a 
set of signal flags, which are used to send 
messages from one ship to another. When 
a equadron of vessels, under one admiral, 
or captain, goes into a fight, the ship which 
has on board the commanding officer is 
called the flagship, and flies, beside the 
other fiags mentioned, one which denotes 
the rank of that officer. In the old days. 
when war vessels were made of wood and 
had three masta, most of the flags were 
hoisted to the top of these masts; now- 
adays, however, many of our fighting ships 
have only one mast, and several flags may 
be hoisted upon that, but the stars and 
etripes are always at the top. Sometimes 
‘a flag is hoisted at the end of the yardarm, 
usually in the case of signal flags. 

The use of these signal flags in a battle 


‘are very important. By means of them the 
commander of a fleet, fronf his flagship,

can communicate to the captains of the 
other vessels his orders or whatever he 
thinks they should know. ; 

When the squadron is waiting for the 
enemy’s ships, and. they are sighted, the 
signal, ‘‘prepare for action,’’ is run up on 
the flagship. Jt fS also necessary during 
a battle that the commander direct the 
movements of his ships, the same as in a 
land engagement a general directs the 
movements of his soldiers. On each ship 
is stationed a few sailors,:who understand 
signals, and who keep their eyes on the 
fiagship to learn what the commander 
wishes their captain to do. Aboard the 
flagship certain sailors are detailed to sig- 
nal the: order the cemmander wishes to 
give, and the system has been made so per- 
fect that there are seldom mistakes. 

As every one knows, the nationality of 
a ship is told by the flag which she flies 
frcem the masthead. During ali the naval 
wars it has been the custom for the cap- 
tains of naval vessels to have on board 
the flags of other countries besides their 
own, and frequently one of theseeflags are 
used to advantage. During one of the long 
naval wars between England and some of 
the other European countries the capiain 
of a small English war vessel sighted sev- 
eraiji big French men-of-war, which, did 
they attack him, would have either sunk 
or captured his vessel. Framee and Spain 
were fighting against England, so he made 
haste to pull down the British flag and run 
wp in its stead a Spanish flag. When the 
Frenchmen saw the latter flag they did not 
bother with the little vessel and the Eng- 
lishman escaped. 3 

During the war of 1812 an Engiish cap- 
tain made himself a great deai of trouble 
through fear that some of the sailors on 
board his ship might pull down his, flag 
before he had beaten the enemy. Just be- 
fore the battle he ordered a sailor to climb 
to the top of the mast and nail the flag 
there. “ The erican ship proved the better 
and before lgmg the Englishman wanted to 
surrender, but when he wished to pull down 
his fiag he couldn’t.

THE FLIGHT TO ST. THOMAS 


How the Spaniards in Porto Rico Were Driven Out of 


Their Wits--Vain Efforts to Make the Best 
Out of a Forlorn Cause. 


BY ROBERT B. CRAMER. 


St. Thomas, D. W. I., May 23.—(Special Staff Correspondence.)—The wild flight 
of refugees from Porto Rico that began with the first shot from Admiral Samp- 
son's fleet off San Juan early on the morning of the 13th is being kept up in the 
belief that the bombardment will be repeated. In every sort of vesse] and in 
nearly every direction terror-stricken natives are rushing away from the island to 
neutral ports in the vicinity. and late last night a whole shipload of them arrived 
here on the French tramp steamer Orlinde Rodriguis. I boarded her as soon 
she dropped anchor in the harbor, and, although her passengers hate Americans as 
they hate the devil, I was able to remain with them until daylight, listening to the 
first authentic of the engagement that have reached here. 

She broveht a fine collection of ‘other stories too—stories written and told by 
the Spaniards. But even with their wonderful ingenuity in the matter of winning 
fights on paper, they have been uneble to conceal the real truth this time. 
the “real truth is horrible. Sitting in the half-darkness of the French steamer’s 
deck last night, listening to the incoherent, stuttering, frightened, angry, demoral- 
ized .and disheveled crowd, Il caught a glimpse of the actual conditions prevailing 
in San Juan during the bombardment that I wish I could accurately picture in The 
Constitution.

A Crazed City. 


But that {s tmpossible. For days preceding the firing ‘San Juan had, been. re- 
ceiving assurances that the Cape Verde fleet was on its way to protect the city, 
and the people were lulled into the sane false feeling of security that for a time 
deceived Havana and Matanzas. They went to bed on the night of the 12th with 
no thought of danger, and when they awoke the next morning the | shriek of 
plunging shot and shell was in their ea rs. One can but vaguely imagine such an 
awakening. The refugees shiver yet When they tell of the terror and confusion 
that followed, as men, women and children, in their night clothes and crazed 


with fright, ran about in the iron rain. Some stopped to grasp watches and money 
and jewelry and valuable papers, but when they reached the streets they were 


in equally desperate straits, for they could not get out of range of the boats. 
The only road cut of San Juan is across the San Antonio bridge to the main- 
land, but here the little village of San Turce was also under fire, being directly 
back of Forts San Antonio and Geronimo, Admiral Sampson seemed to have been 
thoroughly posted in-advance as to the location of the two powder magazines, one at 
San Turce, just a few rods from the shore of Miraflore bay, and the other to 
the eastward of the city, for he directed his fire steadily at them throughout the 
morning, and it is nothing short of miraculdus that they escaped. Even a barge 
loaded with dynamite and anchored behind Barrio de .la Puntilla, although it 
was frequently rocked by the explosion of shells close to it, camé throtigh the en- 
gagement unscathed. To the westward Tas Cahritas, Fort Cannela, Fort Castillo 


and the Santa Elena batteries were continuously under fire, and it was the ammu- 
nition that escaped all these defenses that fell into the city. I do not think that 
Admiral Sampson aimed a single shot or shell directly at the residence portion of 


the town, | ? 
The Boats Take Soundings. 


At about 7 o’clock the monitor Amphitrite and the battleship Indiana moved 
out of the circle of smoke and fire, and pushed their ugly noses around the east 
end of the -city, approaching close to San Turce. It was the thought of the hor- 
ror-stricken people that they {intended to blow up San Antonio bridge in order to 
sever all connection with the mainland, and the forts rained shot and shell in 
their direction. But they moved steadily ahead with the-Amphitrite in advance, 
sending back an angry growl every oncein a while, and it soon became apparent 
they they were merely taking soundings. This was a certain indication that 
they meant to make a landing sometime, and it was the remembrance of it 
after the firing ceased that caused the inhabitants to exercise what little wits 
they had in getting away. They did not want to witness a shore engagement 
aften.secing the wreck that followed one at long distance. 

As the firing continued and enormous shells which missed the fortifica- 


tions began to fall and burst in thé city proper, the panic reached its height. 
The people wept and prayed and cursed and tore their hair. Many took shelter 
in the churches and convents, and others hid in altars. But most of them lost 
their wits entirely and ran about in the streets, offering any sum for horses to 
carry them back into the country. Captain General Macias opened his official 
residence. and ordered the military band to play patriotic airs on the front porch, 
while he announcéd that he would give a reception in the afternoon and a bail 
in the evening. But no one paid attention to this display of nerve, and even the 
false reports from the forts that they were rapidly sinking the American ships 
did not reassure the populace. , 


-- The Spanish Account. 


.“From one of the refugees on the Redriguis I secured the Spanish newspapers 
published in San Juan of the day foilowing the bombardment, and he picked 


out the following from El Buscapie as being the fairest of them all, in that it 
Bives names and places with some degree of correctness: 

“On Thursday, at about 6 o’clock a.m., began the bombardment of the capital 
by eleven yankee cruisers, which slyly appeared before the city during the datk 
night. Fhe population were surprised while in bed, and almost 1,000 shells were 
fired, many of them charged with dynamite. No warning was given so as to save 
women, children, the sick, the consuls, or foreign ships. The first and only notice 
g@.ven was a shower of shots, which did not cease until 8:30. Three hours ean- 
nonading of the most densely populated spot in the universe! It: is calculated 
that about one thousand explosive project.les were thrown, besides many of ten 
and twelve centimeters large, thrown from rapid-fire guns. 

“Aithougn the sGuadron lay ina spot where they could do much @estruction to 
the edifices in the capital the damage done is comparatively small. The places 
that suffered most. are the Ballaje barracks, Orphan asylum, the Plaza @él Mer- 
cado, the CaSa Blanca, the turrets of the Morro, la Disputacion, the Palace of 
Santa Catalina, ‘in which a shell fell inthe throne ‘room; in the Intendencia a 
shell perforated the broad ramparts, destroying various partition walls and explod- 
ing on the open space in front wounded Several of the volunteers and a lieutenant 
of the same of the firm of Ezquiaga, one part of the projectile at the same time 
damfaging the cornice of Don Pedro Arzuaga’s house. One shot blew away flag- 
staff and flag at the Ayuntamiento and stopped the town clock. 

“Among the places which suffered notable damages are Hotel Inglaterra, the 
house of Cachada, Montilla, the fine house of Calaf, Vijande, Balasquide, one occu- 
pied by Don Urbuano Perez, in San Se2bentian, the Gallo ge Oro, Hernandez Lo- 
pez, Francisco Acuna and others in Morovis street, that of Dr. Ferres and others. 
On the cupola of the Cathedral some damage was done by the same shot, which 
exploded’ in the Intendencia. 


The Killed and Wounded. 


. “Among the victims area foreignerof advanced age. who was instantly killed 
by a hang grenade; Martin Bonavides, employee in La Correspondencia; Sierra, 
soldier in San Cristobal fort; the sentine] in the Ballaje barracks; two soldiers in 
the Morro. Those seriously wounded are an assistant of Lieutenant Villar, Lieu- 
tenant Baibas, wounded in the head; a child in the Plaza de! Mercado, whose leg 
hag to be amputated; Jose Matoio, butcher. The slightly wounded were Lieutenant 
Leon, of the Guardian Civil; Crispini Gomez, an old person named Catano, Don

“The artilleries worked hero'’ca'lv and fonght the yankees with admirable accu- 
racy and valor. The squadron suffered fonsiderable reverses and demages, being 
shelled until they were out of range. During the bombardment it Was a p‘easure 
to wee jaborers carrving ammunition to the batteries amid a storm of shel's.. Gar- 
sharpshooters, macheteros and others all worked with viger 
and deserve much praise. In the height of the combat the orderlies mounted on 
bicycles entered and left the fortress, bringing and carrying orders for the eap- 
tain general. The ladies of the Red Cross Society lent valuable servces and 
were seen. while shells were flying, giving aid to the wounded an@ attending on 
the ambulances, 

“"The day after the combat Captain General Macias issued a general order prais- 
ine the heroism of the troons and thanking every one in the name.of the king and 
eountry. Several persons who were wounded an@ whose rniames. are not mentioned 
above are in the hospitals. One of the shells found in -the Morro was marked: 
‘New York for Porto Rico, 1]2-5-°%.’

It also has the co-operat:on 
of lighthouse service, life-saving service 
and weather bureau. Vessels passing any 
of the stations of the above services are 
requested to signal by international crde 
anv news they may have of sighting sus- 
picious craft or fleets at sea. Any cau- 
tionary news, such a the’knowledge of an 
enemy in these waters, should be com- 
municated to passing vesseis that come 
within signal distance.

United States ‘Supreme Court Renders 


Interesting Decision. 
Washington, May 31.—An opinion was 
rendered in. the United States supreme 
court today in the case of Marianne J. 


Baldy vs. John H. Hufter, administrator, 
affirming the validity of investments in 
ecnfederate bonds during the civil whr. 

In rendering the opinion of the court, 
Justice Harlan said: 

“The transactions between persons ac- 
tually res.ding within the territory domi- 
nated by the government of the confeder- 
ate states were not invglid for the reason 
only that they occury under the sanc- 
tion of the laws of that government or 
any local government -ognizing its au- 
thority. The preserv _ oO the 
maantenance of polige regw.ations, the 
prosecution of crimeg, the protection of 
roperty, the enforcement of contracts, the 
celebraticn of marriages, the settlement of 
estates, the transfer and descent of prgop- 
erty and similar or kindred subjects were 
during the war under. the control of the 
local governments constituting the. s0-call- 
ed confederate states. What occurred Or 
was done in respect of euch matters under 
the authority of the laws of these local 
de facto governments should not be Cisre- 
garded or held invalig merely because the 
governments were organized im hostility to 
the un‘on established by the national con- 
stitution-because the existence of the war 
did not relieve those within the insurrec- 
tionary lines from the necessity of civil 
obediente nor destroy the bonds of soci- 
ety.’’ 

The case came to this court on a writ of 
error from the supreme court of Georgia, 
and the opinion of that court was effirmed,

Governor Stephens: Tenders Bryan a 
Commission. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 3l—A special to The 
Dispatch from. Jefferson City, Mo., says 
Governor Stephens today sent the follow- 
ing telegram: ; 


“Hon, W. J. Bryan, Lincoln—Seeing that 
your state, under the secend call for 40,000 
volunteers, may not be requested to furnish 
a full régiméept and knowing of your pa- 
triotism and anxiety to go to the front in 
the. service of your country during..the 
present rar, I-hereby tender you if, under 
the second call, I am empowered by the 
secretary of war to make such appoint- 
ment, the colonelcy of the Missouri regi- 
ment. 

“Presuming to speak for my state, lL 
gay that our people wil! be as luyal to you 
personally as you to your country, and 
they will feel honored to fight under your 


leadership. 
“LON V. STEPHENS, 


: ‘Governor of Missouri.’’ 
In an interview Governor Stephens said: 


“I offered the coloneley to ‘Mr. Bryan 
in gdod ‘faith and hope he will accept it. 
Missourians generally will indorse my ac- 
tion. I believe I am empowered to make 
this appointment and if Mr. Bryan accepts 
he may be induced to become a citizen of 
our state.’ 

° Mr. Bryan Sends Reply. 

Lincoln, Neb., May 31.—Hon. William Jen- 
nings Bryan today wired Governor Ste- 
phens, of Missouri, the following reply: 

“Governor Lon VY. Stephens,. Jefferson 
City: I am deeply indebted to vou for 
the great honor you do me. I should be 
pleased to be associated in any capacity 
with the Missouri volunteers, but it is 
quite certain that all or a cOnsiderable por- 
tion of my regiment will be accepted, and 
I feel that my first duty is to the Nebraska 
boys, W. J. BRYAN.” 


' May Command Nebraskans. 

Washington, May 31.—William Jennings 
Bryan, late democratic nominee for the 
presidency, after all may be a colonel in 
the volunteer army now being organized to 
drive the Spsniards out of the western 
hemisphere. Today’ the secretary of war 
authorized. the governor of Nebraska to 
raise a regifment of infantry for the service 
of the gcvernment under the president's 
call for 75,0 additional volunteers. The 
sovernor previously had requested author- 
ity to do this, and the regiment it is pro- 
posed to tender the government is being re- 
cruited with the exwectation that Mr. 
Bryan will be its commanding officer. 


Can Charge Inspection Fee. 


Washington, May 31.—The United States 
supreme court today decided the case of the 
Patapseo Gueno Company against the 
board of agriculture of North Carolina. 
The case involved the validity of the 
North Carolina state law providing for the 
inspection of fertiers and sought to en- 
join the collection Of the charge for: such 
inspection. The opinion was rendered by 
Chief Justice Fuller and sustained ‘he law, 
affirming the opinion of the cireuit court 
of the eastern district:of North Carolina.

London, May 31.—The owners of the Brit- 
isn ship Genista, which has been loading 
at Mamila, have received a cable dated 
May 2th, saying Rear Admiral Dewey has 
ordered the vessel to leave the port, from 
which, it is conjectured. that the American 
commander contemplated some action.

It says 
the general condition of farm work and

1% per cent. Last year was extremely fa- 
vorable. The acreage of cotton planted as 
compared with last yeas is 89% and of corn 
108, the Jatter being a gratityin increase. 
The condition of weeat is 98%. of oats 94 1-3 
and of the trucking interest 98.

INSPECTION GOES ON STILL 


Orders Have Been Issued: That All 
Commanders Must Have 1,307 Men. 


THREE STATES PAY THEIR SOLDIERS 


Provisions Are Being Received at Chat- 
tanooga and Sent South—South- 
ern Troops Reach Camp. 


Chckamauga National Park, Ga., May 
31.—Much to the disappointment of a num- 
ber of volunteer regiments here, who think 
they are ready to go the front, no orders 
were received for the movement of any com- 
mands additional to those mentioned 'yes- 
terday. The Southern and the Western and 


Atlantic railways were instructed today to. 


move four regiments, two each, tomorrow 
morning. 

In accordance with this order, the follow- 
ing regiments have been designated to move 
tomorrow:

dent's second cull for volunteers. . 

Inspector General Breckinridge this morn- 
ing reviewed the Third division of the First 
corps, and the afternoon was devoted to 
regimental and brigade’ inspection of the 
same division. The division presefited at re- 
view a more satisfactory appearance than 
either the First of Second, inasmuch as the 
regiments in the Third,division have more 
generally been equipped and uniformed than 
the qthers. A single line: was formed, ex- 
tending for nearly a mile, just southeast of 
the Kelley field.

TITLE TO LAND IS SETTLED. 


United States ‘Supreme Court Passes 


. On an Appeal Case. 

Washington, May 31.—The United States 
supreme court, through Justice Harlan, to- 
day rendered an opinion in a case involving 
a tract of 500,000 acres of land in Virginia 
and West Virginia, The land was patented 
by the state of Virginia to Robert Morris 
in 1795. 

The case was brought by Henry C. King 
against various claimants to the land, King 
claiming through transfers from Mcrris 
and the defendants resisting on rhe ground 
that the Morris grant had been forfeited. 
The case was decided by the circuit court 
for the district of West Virginia agzinst 
King’s contentions, and this view of the 
case was affirmed by today’s decision. 

Only that portion of the grant lying in 
West Virginia was directly involved in the 
but it also affects the Virginia 


lands.

strongest legal fights known, in Georgia 
history. 
The decision was rendered in New Or- 
leans yesterday, a week after the case was 
exhaustively argued by the lawyers repre- 
senting the city and the Consolidated. 
This is considered the ‘end of the case. 
It -foula be carried to the United States 
supreme court, but it is.not at all likely 
that this move will be taken. Judge An- 
derson, ‘attorney for the city, ‘said yester- 
day that an effort might be made at the 
next session of the legislature to change 
the charter. of the city go that it would 
have the power to pass and put into force 
an ordinance compelling the street rail- 
roads to grant transfers, but no steps 
or this kind has yet been decided upon. 
The decision is a short one and’ besides 
confirming the decision rendered at a for- 
mer trial it lays down further reasons why 
a city ordinance of the character proposed 
cannot be enforced. The decision handed 
down yesterday is as follows:

This is an appeal from an order con- 
tinuing, an injunction “pendente lite’’

Railway. Company. 

The case was heard in the circuit court 
before Circuit Judge McCormick ‘and 
District Judge Newman upon a demur- 
rer raised &ll the questions presented 
in the hearing. In overruling the de- 
murrer the two judges concurred in an 
elab6rate and well considered opinion, 
which is found in the record with the

Mr. Joel Hurt, former president of the 


Consolidated, said, when told of the decis- ' 


ion: 


“T considered it one of the most fortunate - 


things that could occur for she city. It is 
not only a valuable precedent to have estab- 


lished, but it shows to every one who wishes 
to invest in any enterprise in the city, that 
there is a limit to municipal control and 


regulation ‘of ‘such enterprises. I am very 
much pleased with the result of the case.” 


What Mr. Payne Says. 

Upon being informed of the decision of 
the circuit court of appeals Mr. Payne, of 
Payne & Tye, attorneys for the Consoli- 
dated, expressed himself. as being highly 
gratified. To a representative of The Con- 
stitution he said: 

‘This decision ends the case for good. It 
says unmistakably that the act of the city 
of Atlanta in granting transfers on ihe 
street railway lines is illegal. It is pcs- 
sible to carry the case to the supr fie 
court, but I do not think the city wili do 
s0, I do not believe that an attempt will 
be made to amend the charter of the city, 
so as to enforce this ordinance. 

“The people have never been back of the 
mayor and council in their fight against 
the Consolidated. The strongest argument 
against such an arbitrary law and the one 
that probably had more weignt with the 
courts than any other was that granting 
the city had the right to issue transfers, 


would it be just considering the fact that 
the Consolidated owned and operated no 


. iess than six separate railway companies, 


going in every direction to the city limit, 
to compel that company to carry passen- 
gers by the issuance of transfer checks 
anywhere and‘everywhere they wanted/to 
go without any additional charge? ‘The 
idea is unreasonable and I was confident 
throughout that the courts would not 


sustain it.” 


Colonel Hammond Is Glad. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond said in regard to 
the decision: 

“fT am glad that the circuit court sustain- 
ed the former decision in the transfer case 
ind believe that this will en@ the matter 
for good. The supreme court still has a 
gay, but I do not think the city authorities 
will carry it up. Of course I can’t say 
what the sentiment of the people is, but 
my idea is that the city authorities who 
have been pushing the case will let it drop. 
The ordnance is unreasonable to start with 
and ‘those who ‘have been active in the at- 
tempt to carry it through the courts have 
had little support from the public so far 
aS I can eee.” 


®egrets the Decision. 

Mr. J.-J. Spalding said: 

“IT have not taken an active part in the 
case, but am very sorry to hear that the 
circuit court has sustained the decision.: It 
is possible to petitig@n for a certiorari and 
carry the case to the supreme court, but I 
hardly think this will be done. The prob- 
ability is that the decision will bé allowed 
to stand as it is.”’ 


Does Not Know What Will Be Done. 


Judge James A. Anderson, attorney for 
the city, said: 

“T had not been informed of the decision 
of the circuit court of appeals and regret 
very much to hear it. T should say that it 
is possible to carry the case to the supreme 
court, but I do not know whether this will 
be done. The decision -probably ends this 
particular case for all and until the pees 
of the city is amended so as to admit o 
such an ordinance it will be impossible to 
reculate the street railway charges: The 
decision is :a great surprise to me. I ex- 
pected an entirely different one from the 
court of appeals. ‘There was never any 
doubt of the justice on our side and if car- 
ried to the supreme court I believe we 
would win the case. I have not consulted 
with ‘the mayor and council about what 
steps to pursue, but it is probable tiat at 
the next session of the legislature an at- 
tempt will be made to amend the city char- 
ter.”” 


Fight Was Long and Lively. 

The fight wtich has ended in a victory 
for the Consolidated has been a long one 
and some of the best legal talemt in Georgia 
has been engaged in it on both sides. 

Several years ago the people began to 
clamor for transfers and demanding that 
the Consolidated company, which runs cars 
in all parts of the city, grant ‘transfers £@ 
that a passenger may go from one rceute to 
another and from one part of the city to 
the other, paying but one fare. 

The last race for mayor and city council 
made two years ago was mainly on this 
issue. When the new administration of 
city affairs commenced one of the ‘irst or- 
dinamces to be intro@uced was what .s row 
known as the transfer ordinance. 

This provided for the Consolidated and 
other electric railway imnes in the city to 
give transfers from one car to another, re- 
gardiess of the routes they ran or in what 
parts of the city. _ 

The Consolidated immediately took issue 
with the city and fought the ordinance as 
far as that was possible and after it had 
passed an injunction was granted@j against 
the city to restrain it from enforcing the 
ordinance. 

‘The hearing for a permanent injunction 
against the city was set tor the middie of 
July, 1897. The extreme heat in Atlanta 
at that time caused the judges of the cir- 
cuit court to have the hearing of the cuse 
in Asheville, N. C. This was one of the 
fiercest legal combats that has “ver grown 
out of a question in Georgia and was a 
notable one for the amount of tegak talent 
involved.

HOW THE WAR WAS PRECIPITATED 


Colonel Cook Shut the Pie Man Out 
of the Reservation, but Pies 
Are Still Sold. 


has completely defeated Colonel Hen- 

-y C, Cook, the veteran commander at 
Fort McPherson. Of course it is not to be 
denied that the pie was supported in the 
struggle by vast numbers of gully-brown 
ginger cakes and several brigades of ‘‘jelly 
tarts,” but stijl the victory properly be- 
longs to the most popular of all eatables. 

Colonel Cook began his war on pie last 
week. He would not have cntered upon 
such a hopeless warfare, but for the fact 
that long experience as a soldier has 
mace m brave enough to go against 
heavy odds, Then perhaps he wanted to 
gain distinction like Dewey did: at Manila. 
Whatever may have been the nerve-inspir- 
ing motive which impelled him, he plunged 
into the fight ugainst apple tarts and the 
old-fashioned half-moon turnovers. 

Pie was positively tabooed at the fort. 
There were 3,000 troops there who hag been 
living on pie. They had created a Kiondike 
for the enterprising baker who ventured 
into the field of pie. All of their spare 
money went for pie. They spent all of 
their time thinking of pie and eating pie. 
They dreamed of pie, for it was their only 
comfort at the post. One day Colonel 
Cook was strclling over the reservation, 
and he noticed an unusual activity among 
all of his men. There wefe hundreds of 
then: in all sorts of toggery, but in one 
thing they were uniform—every man had a 
pie. . 
“Drop those pies,’’ yelled the ‘colonel, 
greatly exasperated at the sight of 2,000 
soldiers siruggling with tzrts. 

The men dropped their tarts and the 
colonel returned to his quarters with an 
air of triumph. He at once issued a man- 
date forbidding pies to enter the govern- 
ment reservation. The baker at that time 
had on hand 17,000 pies, and the order by 
Colonel Ccok meant that he must lose all 
these eatables, Besides the pies he had on 
hand a new cooking range which he had 
bought for cooking pies. Financial ruin 
stared him in the face. He. suffered an 
immediate pecuaiary collapse and retired 
from’ the pie business. 

Then much woe prevailed at the fort. 
The hungry, pieless hordes ate hard tack 
and. prayed for pie. They sent a pathetic 
petition to Colonel Cooking asking that 
they be’ allowed to purchase pie. The colo- 
nel was obdurate. He accused the men of 
having livers and digestive apparatus and 
he argued that ple was ruinous..to diges- 
tion. Several recruits gave expert 
opinions on the case, and all swore 
that- pies were’ highly conducive and 
in fact absolutely necessary to a soldier’s 
geod health. But no amount of argument 
would persuade Colonel Cook to remand 
his order. Pies must keep out of the post. 

A New Richmond Comes. 

But victory did not long perch upon the 
A new Rich- 
mond entered the field. He was an Atlanta 
baker and pies were the favorite output of 
his factory. He smiled ominously when 
he read in The Constitution that Colone) 
Cook had shut out the pie man. He board. 
ed a Fort McPherson car and went out to 
reconnoiter. He came pack highly de- 
lighted with himself, his new scheme and 
the situation. 

The next day fifty-seven dozen pies were 
sent omt to the fort by this baker. They 
were accompanied by a flanked, force of 
twenty-four dozea ginger cakes and ten 
dozen jeliy tarts. This formidable array 
of eatables arrived at the fort and were at 
once taken in charge by five men, Who 
hoisted the heavy baskéts upon their arms 
and marched confidently toward the res- 
ervation. 

Now the chert road to East Point runs 
close by the side of the reservation, and 
all that separates the government property 
from this road is a, plank fence with wide 
spaces between the planks, The chert road 
is a public road and is one piece of real 
estate which Colonel Cook doesn’t. own.

An Atlanta man has beén employed by 
the government to put in a thorough and 
complete system of sewerage and water 
works on the island of vt d Tortugas, in 
the Cuhan gulf, 

Mr. D. W. Yarborough, the well-known 
plumbing contractor, is now at Dry Tortu- 
&as superintending the work of a large 
force of experienced men, who are working 
over time to“put the island 4n condition to 
accommodate a large force of troops who 
will be sent there at once. 

Twelve extra plumbers were sent from 
Atlanta yesterday to join Mr. yd arborough 
and assist in rushing the work to immedi- 
ate completion. Besides these men, several 
others have been sent down during the past 
week. The government is sparing no ex- 
pense to get the work completed as quickly 
as possible. 

The greatest secrecy was observed by the 
department in having Dry Tortugas pre- 
pared for defense and having the water 
works system put in. The work means 
that the island is to be one of the most 
important points hereafter an@ that a large 
force of troops is to be sent there to supple- 
ment the two companies already there. 

Key West is to be another important 
point. It is said that Mr. Yarborough is 
also putting in a good system of water 
works there and@ that the work is being 
carried on at the same time with the work 
at Dry Tortugas. Water is an all import- 
ant matter at both of these, points and the 
government has already been compelled to 
expend large sums of money for drinking 
water, 

Water condensers have been provided at 


both of the forts, but these are not suffi- 


cient. The places will be made as healthful 
as possible, as the government may be

The army commission hus been actively en- 
gaged.in planning for their work, and have 
not pressed the matter of subscriptions, 
believing the people of the state will re- 
spond liberally when they understand the 
nature of the work being done. 

Active preparations are in hand for pro- 
viding a tent for Colonel Brown's command 
at Tampa. Yesterday afternoon another 
large tent was purchased, and will be placed 
in position at Fort McPherson for the use of 
the thousands of young men at that point. 
Mr. W. Woods White and State Secretary 
McGill visited the barracks yesterday’ af- 
ternoon and held a consultation with Chap- 
lain O. J. Nave, of the Fifth regiment, who 
was delighted to know that his men are to 
be provided for. ; 

The tent ordered for this important post 
will be 40x60 feet, with round ends, and will 
be equipped, with writing facilities, writing 
material, which will be furnished to the men 
free of charge, and réading matter; young 
men’s meetings will be held, Bible classes 
organized and a definite religious work un- 
dertaken. A secretary has not yet been 
elected for the work at this point, but 
doubtless will be within a day or two.* It is 
expected that the tent wili be opened by 
Saturday of this week. 

The following articles will be needed for 
the equipment of the tent, and those desir- 
ing to assist will kindly notify the state 
secretary, S. Waters McGill, in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association buildiag, who 
will call at once. to see them:

The purpose of the bill is to enjoin the 
city of Atlanta from enforcing the follow- 
ing ordinance: 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council, That from and after 
the first day of May, 1887, it shall be un- 
lawful for any company operating electric 
or other railways in or upon the streets 
‘of Atlanta, by itself or its agents, directly 
or indirectly, to charge or collect more 
than 5 cents for the transportation of any 
person from any point on said line or lines 
owned or operated by said company, wheth- 
er the same be for a continuous passage on 


line or lines owned and operated by said 
company. | 

“Sec. 2. Upon the payment of one full 
fare as above provided, it shall be the duty 
of said railway company to transport such 
passenger to his destination upon any line 
or lines of said company, and to furnish a 
transfer ticket, without additional charge, 
whenever it is necessary for such passenger 
to change to the car of any ‘other line or 
‘lines operated by said company in order to 
reach his said destination. 

“Sec. 3. Any violation of the above ordtl- 
nance or any refusal to furnish a transfer 
ticket as above provided. for by any of- 
ficer or agent of any street railway com- 
pany in said city shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten ($10) dollars nor 
more than one hundred ($100) dollars, or im- 
prisonment not less than thirty days in the 
discretion of the recorder.”

Consolidated Street Railway Company, in

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THERE 1S MUCH SICKNESS AMONG THE MEN. 
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plainant should be required to sit by and 
submit to loss as demonstration of the in- 
juries effected by legislatioi before invck- 
ing the assistance.of the court. It is enough 
to give them a standing in court if they 
show a well-groundéd apprehension of loss, 
and we think that is shown in this case. 
Was Ordinance Legal? 

Two questions are raised by this demur- 
rer. First, ha@ the city power to pass the 
ordinance in question; and second, if it had 
such power, is the ordinance a reasonable 
one in its effect on the corporation and on 
its lien creditors? 

If the first question is resolved in favor 
of the street railway company, or, in other 
words, if it is determined that the city 
lacks authority to pass this ordinance, the 
second question need not be considered. 

The power of the city to pass the ordi- 
nance -is claimed by its counsel to be de- 
rived from four sources: 


City’s Authority Denied. 


1. It is contended that this authority is 
given the city by section 15 of its charter. 
This section of the charter was in the 
original 2 of incorporation of the icity 
and was r@enacted in what' was. called the 
new chartér in 1874. So’far as‘its language 
is invoked here it empowers the City ‘‘To 
pass all by-laws coneerning. * * * * car- 
riages, wagons, carts, drays, ete., * * * * 
and every by-law, ordinance and regulation 
that it may deem proper for the peace, 
health, order or good government of said 
city.”” The contention is that in the gen- 
eral grant of authority to pass ordinances 
for the order and good government of the 
city, such an -ordinance this is em- 
braced. We are of opinion that the general 
grant of authority to pass ordinances is one 
which relates to the’ peace, order, nealth, 
etc., of the city, and is not sufficient to 
authorize an ordinance ofthis character. 

Special stress is*}aid, however, in the ar- 
gument which invokes this section as a 
grant of power, upen the authority given to 
pass by-laws concerning “carriages, 
wagons, carts, drays, etc.,’’ and it is said 
that this section having been embraced in 
the original city charter granted before 
street railroads were known to Atlanta, 
having exercised the power to fix - the 
charges of drays and Igacks, that the same 
authority would now €xist as to this new 
mode of conveyance. 

The exercise of power in these two re- 
spects is entirely differént. In the ease of 
the street railway company there is a 
permanent, fixed investment, said to be 
over three million dollars, made by legis- 
lative authority, and with the city’s con- 
sent, and which is only valuable when used 
for the purpose contemplated. -This enter- 
prise is inaugurated and carried on so far 
as the city is concerned for public con- 
veyance—so far as the stockholders and 
bendholders are concerned, as a private 
investinent. By depriving them of the right 
to receive a reasonable return on the in- 
vestment made, its value as a property 
is totally destroyed. Waen it is considered 
that this property right exists by special 
legislative grant, the right to regulate its 
cnarges is a very different thing trom tiie 
right to regulate the charges of a hack or 
dray, which may run or not- as a public 
conveyance without destroying, or perhaps 
without substantially affecting, its value. 
This section of the city’s’ charter, neither 
by the general terms employed, nor by its 
special reference to vehicies, gives the cilyy 
tne power to pass the ordinance now under 
consideration. . 

Charter Gave No Power. 


2. It is said that the power contended for 
is derived from the charter of the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company, which was 
granted in 1866. The Atlanta Consolidate® 
Street Railway Company is the successor 
of the Atlanta Street Railway Company, 
the former having bought out the latter 
company in 1891, and subsequently con- 
solidated it with the other lines of street 
railway which the Consolidated company 
had acquired. In the act of 1866 incorporat- 
ing the Atlanta Street Railway Company, 
the ‘company was granted “the exclusive 
power and authority to survey, lay out, 
construct and equip, use and employ street 
railroads in the city of Atlanta, subject 
to the approval of the city’ council thereof 
for each, and .every,.gpute velected, first 
had and obtained before work theréon 
shall be commenced;.the property of said 
company to be subject to the same state, 
county and city’ taxes as the property of 
individuals in said eity of like value is 
or may be subject to, unless the city coun- 
cil shall at any ‘time think fit to exempt the 
same either in whole-or in part, from the 
payment of city taxes, provided that the 
rates of fare and freight upon said rail- 
road shall be subject to the — & 
the mayor and city eouncil of the city of 
Atlanta.” It is insisted that under the 
language last quoted, which makes the 
rates of fare subject to the approval of the 
mayor and city council,. the city has the 
power to fix rates. Soon after the passage 
act, an ordinance was passed by 
the city authorizing the use of the streets, 
etc. The company did not build under the 
first ordinance. but subsequently, in 186s 
or 1869, as it appears from the bill, another 
ordinance was passed, and under this it is 
alleged that the AtUanta Street Railway 
Company constructed its lines. Among 
other things, there was a provision in the 
ordinance under which the lines wera 
built, that “the charges for passage on 
said road shall not exceed 20 cents for any 
through line and 10 cents for half lines or 
short distances.”” We do not express any 
opinion upon the question raised and dis- 
cussed at the bar as to whether this con- 
stituted a contract between the city and 
the street railroad company from which 
the city could not withdraw, because other 
conclusions we have reached render its 
determination unnecessary. 

City Can’t Fix Fares. ; 

This much is manifest, however, that if 
the city derived from the above quoted 
provision of the charter of the Atlanta 
Street Railway Company any power to 
fix rates of fare, it exhausted that au- 
thority when it passed the ordinance re- 
ferred to fixing the ratgs of fare at 20 
and 10 cents, respectively. This, of course, 
so far as it derived power from the pro- 
vision referred to, and for determining at 
all how far, with proper additional legis- 
lative authority, it might have changed 
this ordinance with reference to the rates 
of fare. But even if this power of approval 
of rates, etc., had been grarited directly to 
the city, and was not a mere reserva- 
tion in the charter of the street railroad 
company, or if it should be here so consid- 
ered, is the power to approve rates the 
power to fix rates originally? This was not 
the view of the supreme court in a case 
where a question quite similar to this 
arose, In Railway v. Interstate Commerce 
Commission, 162 United States 184, the su- 
preme ccurt was called upon to determine 
the right of the interstate commerce com- 
missicn to fix the rates of fare for, fail- 
roads doing interstate business, ‘under the 
provisions of the act of congress. W hile 
the grant of power in that case was 
claimed by a commission, and here it is 
chaimed and is sought to be exercised by a 


‘municipal government, the question is very 


much the same. The following extract from 
tne opinion‘of the court (page 1%), shows 
the view entertained by the supreme court: 

“We do not find any provision of the act 
that expressly or by necessary implication 
confers such a power. 

“It is argued on behalf of the commis- 
sion that the power to pass upon the rea- 
sonchleness of existing rates implies the 
right to prescribe them. This is not neces- 
sarily so. The reasonableness of the rate in 
a given case depends on the facts; and the 
function of the commission is to consider 
these facts and give them their proper 
weight. If the commission instead of with- 
holding judgment in such a matter until 
an issue shall be made and the facts pond, 
itself fixes the rate. that rate is prejudge 
by the commission to be reasonable.’”’. 

It will be perceived that the court con- 
cedes the right of the commission to pass 
upon the reasonableness of rates when 
made b ya railroad, but denies its power to 


fix them originally. We do not distinguish 


between this authority to pa upon the 
reasonableness of rates and th wer to 
“approve,”’ and if the authority to fix rates 
is wanting in the one case, it would seem 
to be wanting in the other. 


The City’s Only Power. 


3. The Atlanta Consolidated Street Rafl- 
way Company obtained a charter from the 
secretary of state of Georgia, and after- 
wards in connection with other street ral!- 
roads of the state opbtained frm the legisia- 
ture a validating aet. because of doubts 
entertained as to the pone of the secreta- 
ry of state to grant’c ers to street rail- 
way companies. This dowbt afterwards 
proved to be well founded, ‘when the cu- 
preme court of the staté decided that the 
secretary of state had no such power. This 
validating act ( Laws 1890-91, page 
169), pro that the street ra: d com- 
panies w charters were thus lega 
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Atlanta Consetffated company became sub- 
ject to any and all provisions of any and all 
charters granted street railway companies 
by the ge of Georgia. And ag cer- 
tain of these ¢harters, one at least, con- 
tained a provision authorizing the city to 
fix rates of fare and freight, that this pow- 
er was given to the city of Atlanta. There 
are two obvious difficulties szabout this con- 
tegtion. First, the power of “regulation” 
does not necessarily embrace the power to 
fix rates of charge. There are many mat- 
ters for it to cover without embracing this 
latter power. Thg city unquestionably has 
the right, Within any reasonable limit,. to 
‘regulate the speed of cars and other mat- 
ters connected with their movement on the 
streets; where poles shall be placed in the 
case of overhead wires, how. wires shall 
-e located and their location with refer- 
ence to other wires and the safety of the 
Same, and to do many other things which 
might bé noted with reference to the occu- 
pancy of the streets, protection to life and 
limb thereon, and all such matters as in- 
volve the safe- and. orderly use of the 
Streets over which it has, under the legisla- 
ture, full power and control. 
. As stated, in one charter at least, the 
right of the city (the city of Augusta), to 
regulate rates of fares and freight was 
given. Under the .charter of the Atlanta 
and: Edgewood Street Railroad Company 
that company was authorized “to fx, 
charge and colleet such rates for the car- 
riage of persons and property as it may 
deem proper.’’ The lines of this last com- 
pany have been acquired and are now a 
part of the Consolidated system, the At- 
lanta and Edgewood having sold its lines 
by authority of-the legislature (acts 1890-1, 
volume 1, page 341). There is no more rea- 
son for selecting a provision from the 
Augusta charter than. from the Atlanta 
and Edgewood charter. Indeed, if either 
should be selected it would seem to be 
proper to take the latter as an Atlanta 
charter. We think, however, that theopro- 
vision referred to in the validating “act is 
too indefinite to be taken*as the basis for 
a grant of power such as is sought to be 
exercised by the city in this case. Certain- 
ly, therefore. it cannot be held that this 
provision subjecting the Consolidated 
Street Railway Company to such regula- 
tions as were other street railroads by acts 
of the legislature, would aluthorze the 
city to select from the Augusta charter the 
power therein granted to regulate rates 
of fare and apply it to the Atlanta Consol- 
idated company. We cannot seriously en- 
tertain the proposition thatthe legislature 
had any such result in contemplation when 
it inserted this reservation in the act of 
1890-1 whieh legalized the charter of the 
Atlanta Consolidated company. 


Council Exceeied Authority. 


4. It is further insisted that the power 
to pass this ordinance exists by reason of 
the reservation made by the city in the 
ordinance authorizing the Atlanta Consol- 
idated Street Railway Company to uSe the 
streets and to electrically equip its lines. 
There is some difference between counsel 
as to the exact Janguage of this ordinance, 
but giving it the broadest meaning in fa- 
vor of the city it provided that the compa- 
ny should be “subject to all the laws and 
ordinances now of force and such as may 
be hereafter made.” Of course this ordi- 
nance should be treated as contended for 
by counsel for the Consolidated company, 
and the word ‘“‘legally’’ should be read into 
it, and it should read as though it said 
such ordinances “as may be hereafter le- 
gally made.’’ and the question, therefore, 
recurs to, and is, what legislative grant has 
the city empowering it to pass this trans- 
fer ordinance? As we do not find in any 
of the acts of the legislature relied upon 
the ‘power to pass the ordinance, we 
are compelled to hoid that the city exceed- 
ed its authority in passing it. We hold, 
moreover, that before the city can exer- 
cise the power to fix rates of fare for a 
street railroad company, it must obtain 
that power in express terms, orit must 
aris from necessary implication, from the 
words used in the legislative act. 

The power of the state over the subject 
matter need not be discussed. We are deal- 
ing with the power of a municipality, a 
creature of the legislature, which derives 
all its aluthority from the legislature, and 
can only act within the limit of the legis- 
lative grant, 

If under any of the acts of the legisla- 
ture which have been discussed, it could 
be held that the city had the power by 
~“necessary implication, to regulate or to 
fix rates of fare for street ra‘lroads, or for 
this particular company, it might be grave- 
ly questioned even then, if it had the power 
to pass that part of the ordinance in ques- 
tion requiring :transfers. It would be a 
subject of serious doubt, at least, if the 
atithority to fix rates carried with it the 
authority to require the street railway 
company to give two, three or more rides 
for one fare. One continuous ride-for a 
single fare is one thing, and two or more 
rides with the necessary stoppage and let- 
ting passengers off and taking them on, is 
another and entirely different thing. Many 
reasons have been urged in argument, and 
Others .might be suggested, which in our 
opinion make a broad distinction between 
the two classes of service, namely, be- 
tween a continuous ride in one ear, and a 
r:de requiring transfers from one or more 
cars to others. Unquestionably this ordi- 
nance, as to its feature requiring transfers, 
is a very broad exercise of municipal pow- 
er. It appears to go to the limit of munici- 
pal control even under legislative author- 
ity. The power to pass the ordinance should 
be clearly shown. On the contrary, it is 
clear to us epat the city is without such 
power. 

As. we entertain the opinion above ex- 
pressed on the first question involved, 
namely. as to the power of the city to pass 
the ordinance in question, it is unnecessa- 
ry to go into the second ground on which 
the ordinance is attacked in the complain- 
ants’ bill. The qluestion of the reasonable- 
ness or unreasonableness of the ordinance 
becomes immaterial] if the city lacked leg- 
islative authority to pass it. 


Transfer Law Invalid. 


We hold, therefore, first, that the com- 
Pplainants have shown such an interest in 
the subject matter as to give them a 
standing in court to question the validity 
of this ordinance; and second, that the 
city being without legislative authority to 
pass the ordinance, the same is invalid and 
inoperative. 

For these reasons an order will be enter- 
ed overruling the demurrer, both to the 
oririnal b‘l] end ta the cross-bill.

FIFTY THOUSAND VISITORS A DAY 
is General George Moorman’s estimate of 
the crowd whfch will be in Atlanta the week 
of July 18th, 

There may not be that many here on 
Monday or Tuesday, but on Wednesday, 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday the crowd, 
he predicts, will average 50,000. General 


Moorman has been going to the confederate, 


reunions ever since they were started, and 
he has been officially connected with them 
for six or seven years past. He is adjutant 
general and chief of General John B. Gor- 
don’s staff. He has had a volume of cor- 
respondence with the camps all over the 
United States, he says that nearly 
every one of the 120 camps will be repre- 
‘sented here by a delegation. 

In a talk to the members of the Cogfed- 
erate Reunion A&sociation, held yesterday 
at noon in the reading parlors of the Kim- 
ball house, General Moorman said that this 
was going to be the greatest reunion the 
confederate veterans ‘have ever held: ‘“In- 
Stead of the war keeping the old soldiers 
away, I find by correspondence and my per- 
sonal talks with comrades all over the coun- 
try, that the present war with Spain has 
stimulated interest in the reunion. We have 
now 1,200 camps, where a year ago we had 
only a few more than 1,000. That shows 
how the spirit has spread, and within the 
last few months charters have been granted 
to a great many camps which want to be 
officially represented at Atlanta. 

The adjutant general said that he was 
greatly pleased at the arrangements which 
have been made in Atlanta for the veterans. 
He is sure that al] the visitors will be 
pleased, too, ‘at the selection made by the 
local committee. This will be the first time 
the veterans have ever gone outside a city 
to hold their, reunion, but- Piedmont park 
is hardly outside Atlanta. It will cost only 
5 cents to ride out, and it will be worth a 
dollar to get out there and have the large 
buildings, the grounds, the water and grass 
and air. The veterans have never had such 
a splendid building before in which to hold 
their reunions, The agricultural building, 
which is to be the auditorium, is well ven- 
tilated, and no matter how large the crowd, 
the air will not become heated. 

The official programme will not be printed 
until a few days before the reunion, be- 
cause something may turn up at the last 
moment to change some of the details. Cer- 
tain general rules, however, wiii be followed 
in arranging the programme. As has been 
stated in The Constitution, the business ses- 
sions will be held in the forenoon. The af- 
ternoong will be devoted to reunions, and 
the nights to receptions and entertainments. 

Called on General Moorman. 

Mrs. J. S. Raines and Mrs. ‘T. B. :' Neal 
called on General Moorman yesterday after- 
noon at the veterans’ headquarters in the 
Kimball house and conferred with him, in 
regard to the reception which the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy desire to give to the 
distinguished visitors. ,It is probable that 
this reception will be held on the second 
night of the reunion. The Daughters of the 
Confederacy will also arrange a reception 
for the sponsors- and maids of honor, of 
whom there will be thirty-two in all. These 
young ladies will be the guests of the re- 
union«- association, here is one s)/nsor 
and one maid of honor from each of the 
thirteen divisions, and General Stephen Lee, 
General Cabell and General Hampton each 
appoint a maid of honor and a sponsor. 

General Moorman suggested that the vé@t- 
erans here should use their influence with 
the railroads to get a cheaper rate than 
He thought that 
the roads ought to do better than that from 
Texas points. Cheap rates will bring more 
people than the veterans. There will be 
great numbers of the relatives, sons, daugh- 
ters, widows and wives who will come if a 
very low rate is given. 

General Moorman is a. Kentuckian by 
birth. He had a vuried experience during 
the war, and was on the staff of a number 
of general officers. Joseph E. Johnston 
pronounced him the best adjutant general 
in the confederacy.. He is a lawyer by pro- 
fession, and was practicing when the war 
broke out. He started the movement whioh 
resulted in these annual reunions of vet- 
erans. The first reunion was one of Gen- 
eral W. H. Jackson’s men. General Moor- 
man was on General Jackson's staff for a 
year and a half, and he proposed and work- 
ed up a reunion of Jackson's men some 
years ago.

‘Atlanta Exchange Cotton Letter. 


Atlanta, May 31.—Cotton fluctuated very 
narrowly today, trading being inclined to 
hold off inasmuch as the Liverpool ad- 
vices were not attended by any important 
changes, the situation abroad being the 
same as on tast Friday, when the ex- 
change closed. The local qmiarket opened 
Steady with prices unchanged to 1 po.nt 
higher. There was not much further va- 
riation in values, and as the session ad- 
vanced the market became almost life- 
less. The more active war policy of the 


revenues and the proceeds of the royal es- 
tates were surrendared in exchange for a 
permanent allowance. It was a good trade 
on both sides. The legitimate revenues of 
the queen at the present day would largely 
exceed this sum, but, on the other hand, 
she is relieved entirely: from responsibility 
and annoyance, and knows exactly what 
she has to depend on. The increase in 
valves and royalties has been so great 
that if she received the hereditary reve- 
nues she would be worth a great deal 
more money than she is today. She would 
have a.lconfiscated estates, all the property 
of felons and outlaws, all wrecks, flotsam 
and jetsam, and all penalties and fines 
collected ‘by the courts; but the only rights 
of this kind that slie retains are to the 
so-called “‘royal fish’’—that is, any whales 
oO, sturgeons caught upon thé coast of the 
United Kingdom. 

Thus, from the time-that she was crown- 
ed, Qveen Victoria has been in receipt of 
an income from the government amounting 
tv about $3,000,000 a year. From this she 
pays all the expenses and salaries of her 
household, charities, pensions, and other 
charges imposed upon the sovereign, be 
they more or less. She’ has $300,000 per an- 
num for pocket money, of which no account 
is ever asked. The salaries of ner house- 
hold amount to about $600,000, and the other 
expenses to about $750,000 per year; $69,000 
is given her for ‘‘bounties and alms,” and 
$96,000 for annuities and pensions. In addi- 
tion to this, the otHer members of the 
royal tamily receive annuities amounting 
to $865,000. | 

From the du@hy of Lancaster the queen 
receives about’ $450,000 a year, which she 
has no need to touch at all, and probably 
invests in bulk as fast as it comes to her. 
This income of itself, since she has been 
upon the throne, with interest, would ag- 
gregate $40,000,000, 

She has received several very large lega- 
cies. In 1852 Sir James Camden Nield be- 
queathed to her majesty an estate amount- 
ing to about $4,000,000, which paws a large 
revenue. In 1877 Mr. C..M. Newtouse left 
her several hundred thousand dollars in his 
will, and she has received a number of 
less valuable bequests from lo: subjects 
and admirers who have no djmect heirs. 
These bequests to the queen are more nu- 
mercus than the public has knowledge of, 
and the utmost caution is exercised regard- 
ing their acceptance, lest she may be in- 
volved in litigation or notoriety. Several 
large estates have been declined in order to 
avoid contests in the courts with relatives 
who) thought they were entitled to the 
money. A few years ago her.majesty had 
a very narrow escape. An old Scotch bach- 
elor bequeathed to her a fortune amount- 
ing to several hundred thousand pounds, 
invested in the shares of a bank, which two 
,or three years later failed with a tremen- 
dous crash and liabilities of nearly $60,000,- 

It was then disclosed that oniy 15 per 
cent of the fa®e value of the shares had 
been paid in, and the -stockholders were 
immediately assessed 85 per cent of their 
nominal ‘holdings to meet the obligations 
of the institution. Had it not been for the 
caution and foresight of Earl Sidney, Queen 
Victoria would have accepted this legacy, 
and been the loser instead of the gainer by 
several million dollars.—“The Richest Wo- 
man in the World,’’ by William Eleroy 
Curtis, in The Chautauqua for April.

Atlanta on the Sabbath day,” said 
Chief Manly yesterday. 

Next Sunday there will be a crusade upon 
the open stores which may be found en- 
gaged in business without the proper: sort 
of license. There are only a few things 
which the city laws allow sold on the Sab- 
bath, and the only places which can be 
kept open are drug stores, restaurants 
and refreshment stands, It is the stands 
for the sale of cool drinks which has given 
an opportunity for the keeping open of a 
large number of shops throughout the city 
and it will be this class which the police 
may raid and close up. 

Yesterday the chief of police and the 
three captains, Joiner, Thompson and Jen- 
nings, held a conference and it was de- 
cided that something had to be done at 
once to break up the opening of so many 
places of business on Sunday. 

“Last Sunday,” said Chief Manly, “I 
went over a large section of the eity and 
I was surprised at the number of open 
stores. On certain streets it looked to me 
as if nearly all the stores were open. This 
sort of thing has been increasing. from 
year to| year and,it has reached a point 
where police interference is a necessity. If 
we do not stop it, Atlanta will soon be as 
bad ‘on Sunday as New Orleans and other 
so-called ‘open towns.’ ”’ 

The captains agreed with their chief that 
it was an evil which required action on the 
part of the polce authorities. 

A great many stores are Kept open to 
sell iced drinks, and once having the front 
door open the proprietofs sell other things 
on the sly. Last week four or five casés 
were made for this offemse and the record- 
er entered heavy fines, It is a hard matter 
to secure direct evidence and it is now the 
intention of the chief of police to strike at 
the evil in a wholesale way and examine 
carefully the licenses of all who sell on 
Sunday. 

The city ordinance regulating the keeping 
open of stores on Sunday is as follows: 

“Section 722: Any merchant, billiard table 
or ten pin alley keeper, or other dealer, 


HERE are too many stores open in 


‘who shall keep open doors on the Sabbath 


day, or trade or traffic cn that dav; and 
any person who shali work, or in anywise 
labor or cause work to be. dene on the 
Sabbath day (excepi it be work of nevcessi- 
ty), shall be-fined in a sum not exceeding 
one hundred.dollars and costs, or be im- 
prisoned in the calabooses or common jail 
of said county not more than thirty days, 
in -the discretion of the court: Provided, 
that the mayor and general council may 
not punish for violating the state laws as 
on the Sabbath day: and, provided further, 
that the above shall not prevent the sale 
of soda water on the Sabbath day by those 
who have paid for selling the same, and 
who are entitled to keep open doors on the 
Sabbath day.’’ 

The sale of soda water is the great dodge 
and those who wish to violate the law hang 
out.a few ‘bottles of ginger pop and sell 
whatever they get a chance to dispose of. 

Next Sunday the police will begin their 
crusade against these law breakers and it 
is probable that many arrests will be made.

A corder of Atlanta ‘so as to give 


him the power. to commit mis- 
demeanor convicts direct to the county 
chaingang without the trouble and delay 
of binding them over to the city court. 

In many other large cities the recorder 
has this power, and it has been found to be 
quite productive of! good results. 

The recorder has to deal with many cases 
of such character which he could send to 
the county chaingang for twelve months, 
and yet which he does not think the county 
and state should be burdened with pending 
@ trial in another court. In this class are 
the common vagrants, street walkers and 
petty thieves. 

Hardly a day passes but what the recor- 
der has to deal with a case which merits 
& Worse punishment than thirty days in 
the city stockade, and yet he has to content 
himself and the law with such a sentence, 

in speaking of this matter yesterday af- 
ternoon, the chief of police said: 

“It has about come to a pass where the 
municipal authorities are so tied up that 
the city government cannot punisn any 
serious law breakers. The supreme ccurt 
has ruled that we have no rignt to arrest 
for the sale of liquor on Sunday, and we 
have been told that we no longer had the 
right to make arrests forthe sale of adul- 
terated or watered milk. All this is on the 
theory that the city cannot have 
Jaws covering offenses which are already 
offenses against the state. Carrying out 
this same principle we cannot arrest for a 
unless there was public dis- 
Any lawyer might rush into the po- 
lice court and hold that an assault and 
battery had been committed, and that that 
Was a state offense. So the best way I see 
out of the difficuity is to give the recorder 
a wider jurisdiction which will enable him 
to deal with state cases without the un- 
necessary red tape of binding over. In a 
great many of these bound-over cases a 
settlement is made and the cases are with- 
drawn before they are ever tried. I believe 
if our recorder had the right to send mis- 
demeanor convicts to the chaingangy we 
would find our police service much more 
effective.’ 

The. police say that they are aware of 
the fact that such a move may meet with 
opposition, as other cities ara likely to 
follow Atlanta’s example, and this would 
materially affect the costs in the city 
courts, something which would not please 
the solicitors and court Clerks, 

From what can be gathered, the police 
board is in favor of the move, and many 
members of council have expressed them- 
selves as inclined to indorse such a step. 
"It is. probable that the matter will go 
before the legislature in the fall, and a bill 
passed “either amending the charter of At- 
lanta or granting the right to recorders of 
all cities over a certain population.

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ARTIFICIAL BLACK MARBLE. 


How It Is Manufactured at Catania, 
Sicily. 

United slates Consul Bruhl, at Catania, 

Sicily, a few months ago made mention in 


a report to the. state department of a pn- 
cess of manufacturing black marble which 
was in use in Catania, says The New York 
Times. The process in brief consisted of 
boiling soft sandstone in a mixture 
asphalt and tar. In another report on the 
subject received at the state department”a 
few Gays ago the consul gives the infotma- 
tion that the asphalt is no longer useii in 
the process, and that the blocks of lsoft 
sandstone, after being cut into the desjred 
shape, are now boiled im coal tar only.\___ 

When the process was first introduced 
the bottom of the boiling tank on which the 
blocks were placed was in the form of an 
iron grating. Wile-this grating was in 
use it often happened that large stones 
burst during the boiling process, either 
from too great heat or on account of having 
been carelessly and improperly placed upon 
the iron rails or grating. Now, a layer of 
black tiles is first placed upon the rails, 
in order to furnish an even ee 
h tones to rest upon amd keep them 
froni moving up and dows during the boil- 
ing process, and also to protect the lawer 
ones immediately over the fire from being’ 
overheated at the start. 

Broken blocks which had been treated 
by this process are said to be as hard as 
granite. The tar penetrates and bilackens 
the stone to a depth of about eight inches 
from the surface and broken surfaces 
glisten like cgal. When the block to be 
treated is too large to be thoroughly s+tu- 
rated by the tar it is hollowed out in the 

1iddle. The tar is not put in the tank hot, 

ut it is slowly raised to a temperature of 
706 degrees. The oil which collects on top 
of the tar during the boiling process is 


drawn off through a tube leading into a | 


receptacle provided. for the purpose, and it 
is afterwards distilled and produces napth- 
alene. The consul says the tse of the 
artificial black marble in page A is, as yet, 
not very extensive, being a new product, 


of | 


and anything new is not easily introduced; 
besides, the immense lava furnish 
cheap and good stone for many purposes, 
and white marble from Carrara (upper 
Italy) is used largely. It has been used, 
however, to some extent for monuments 
and mausoleums. The plant for the manu- 
facture of the material is eng in 
making pedestals, columns, garden tables, 
pentalpieces, washstands, urinals and floor- 
ing, inlaid with border or center pieces of 
eolored marble. For slabs for anatomical 
purposes it is especially recommended, be 
ing considered to have disinfectant prop- 
erties. The product seems lasting, and_is, 
of course, far cheaper than true ‘marble, 
and is available for all —— of decorative 


work.
